I agree some standardization of 
terminology is essential for com- 
puterization of data, but I think 
by the vary nature of our hobby, 
it will be difficult.

This is our third issue of the Fost Card Collectors’ 
Bulletin. We've included articles and pictures on 
several post card topics that we find interesting and 
that we think should be given more attention by 
deltiologists. 


First of all, Linens. Arretta Wetzel provides a good 
introduction to this interesting subject. The 
enthusiasm for linens is increasing, and Im sure not 
all will be thrown out and lost. Many of the post 
cards issued at the 1933-34 Chicago World's Fair were 
linens, though the ones illustrated in our Fair story 
were produced by several other processes. Grant 
Schmalgemeier has at least one of almost everything, 
including post cards, relating to the fair. It was a 
privilege indeed to view those treasures. We tried to 
pick some good ones to reproduce in these pages. 


Foreign view post cards have not been the subject of 
much research in this country. We hope that we can 
publish more in-depth stories and listings like Michael 
G. Price's work on American-Philippine post cards. 


The third subject area is Modern post cards. The three 
cards reproduced with our calendars are from England. 
Just as the humor on some old post cards is obscure, 
there are terms on modern non-American post cards whose 
meanings may not be familiar to all of us. That's why 
we provided brief descriptions of Fleet Street and the 
Trots. 


Another area that deserves more attention by 
deltiologists is the interest and value of information 
on the backs of post cards, especially the stamps and 
post marks. For persons with no background in 
philately, maximum cards may start to bridge that gap. 
We will be following the U.S.P.8."s experiment with 
maximum cards. 


We welcome a new columnist, Richard J. Barnes, writing 
Deltiology Data, Research and Review. He will be 
keeping us up to date on who's doing what in the world 
of deltiology. 


And, we are happy to publish Louise B. Northam's 
clarification of Rebus post cards. These puzzles, 
popular on old post cards, are receiving attention on 
modern cards too.

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Legacy of Linens

"No linens." 
of the majority of post card collectors to- 


These words echo the sentiment 


day. Labeled as gaudy, cheap, dime-a-dozen 
dregs on the market, they remain for the 
most part bypassed, hidden away, destroyed 
or mutilated beyond recognition, as though 
they bring shame to, and have no place in, 
the world of Deltiology. But should we take 
another look before totally disregarding 
them, we may see some positive aspects which 
may entitle them to a place of their own in 
the evolution of the production, purpose, 
and use of the post card. Time alone will 
tell; but in the meantime consider the fol- 
lowing and draw your own conclusions. 


The vast numbers which exist today cannot be 
discounted as being detrimental to desira- 
bility. They date back only 4O or SO years. 
Just as vast numbers of cards from the ear- 
ly days of the post card craze were destroy- 
ed through the years and never became avail- 
able to today's collector, the large quanti- 
ty of linens will similarly diminish with 
the passage of time. In the meantime,  how- 
ever, with the almost worthless value placed 
on them today, there are many items  availa- 
ble to the astute collector which may be 
looked upon with great favor years from now. 


We must remember that linens came into being 
during the height of the Great Depression-- 
business suffered great losses, people had 
little money, and the mood of the nation was 
one of despair. They appear "cheap and 
gaudy"—--a stigma which prevails. However, 
to say they are vulgar or lacking in taste 
may be a mis-statement considering their 
relationship to the time during which they 
came into being. The bold colors convey an 
Art Deco flavor which dominated the Thirties 
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and is nowhere so vividly seen than in the 
pictorialization of the Chicago World's Fair 
1933-1934 Century of Progress cards. 


In the height of this Great Depression per- 
iod, the flashing of bold colors--the art 
stimulus of the era (the neon world so-to- 
-speak)--electrified the spirit creating a 
hope for a brighter future in an otherwise 
dreary time. In no instance do we see any 
pretense to reproduce or peddle pieces of 
art through this media, but only an attempt 
to reflect the visions of the day or provide 
a form of humor one could relate to the then 
present circumstances. 


The linen paper process (a research project 
and story in itself) no doubt was developed 
and used at a time when production could 
only exist if the items were affordable to 
the masses. In a sense, the "linens" truly 
represent and make a statement about a very 
important period in our social and economic 
history, both in form and content...an 
American enterprise with a message of hope! 


Hy this time, families and friends were 
gathering around the radio to hear the news 
of the day. With the advent of the 
"talkies," movie houses came into their own 


reporting World Events via the Silver 
Screen. AS a consequence, the post card 
album relinquished its usefulness as parlor 


entertainment and a news source. 


The post card could have faded into oblivion 
entirely were it not for enterprising pub- 
lishers who looked to new directions to 
survive. They were quick to realize that 
despite the depression and the fact that 
xpanded communications were bringing the 
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world closer to the homefront, there existed 
a great pride in the not-so-newsworthy com- 
munity existence of "our town" and a need 
for these towns and cities to convey a mes- 
sage of prosperity to keep up hope. The 
Main Street views of the Thirties tell this 
tale. It probably could be safely stated 
that one could find a Main Street view of 
almost every city or town that boasted a 
business district at that time. 


We note the contrast between the Main Street 
scenes of the early era and those of the 
Thirties. While the early views show people 
bustling about along with action transpor- 


tation, this is not so with the Thirties’ 
views. Rather, you will find the cars lined 
up on each side of the street--or in the 


center space provided for parking in some 
areas-—tfrom one end of the block to the 
other. A sign of prosperity??? Yes, new 
cars and a busy business section. Scenes 
devoid of people--why? They are in the 
stores making purchases. Again, the town 
prospers--people are able to come to town to 
shop! You will see the "5 & 10 cent Store," 


Walgreen Drugs, Montgomery Ward, or other 
such signs of named "chain" stores, cap- 
tured, no doubt, in the scene to convey that 
here was a town prosperous enough for a 
"chain" store to profitably operate in! 


Main Street linens were available not only 
to the erstwhile traveler, but also to the 
local townspeople who found them a far less 
expensive way to show off their fair commu- 
nities to distant relatives and friends than 
to write letters and send photographs. Ac- 
tually, the linen Main Street cards can of- 
fer quite a variety of subjects for the 
topical collector--including Coca Cola and 
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Kodak signs, as well as theatre marquees, 
pool halls, cigar stores, etc. They also 
serve as a reminder that the prosperity of 
the central city has long since abandoned 
Main Street USA in favor of the fringe area 
shopping centers and malls. 


Another thing was happening--Travel. Ameri- 
cans discovered the open road and the great 
outdoors. Tourist courts and camping areas 
sprang up, and gasoline stations expanded 
their services to include the  "diner"'--all 
Of which found their way to perpetuation on 
the post card. American humor provided a 
comic relief to some of the more stressful 
events on the road, and the post card artist 
was quick to apply these comic interpreta- 
tions to the post card to tell the story of 
the travels of the day, along with family 
Outings, trips to the beach, and fishing 
fantasies. 


To return to comparisons of pictorial views: 
Cards of the early era show museums, cathe- 


drals, castles, and other masterpieces of 
the Old World. While the USA could not 
boast of such architectural wonders or 


artistic masterpieces, it could boast of the 
wonders of nature abounding on this contin- 
ent. Thus as the open road became a pathway 
to new discoveries for many, so the views of 
the mountains, canyons, deserts, sunsets, 
ocean shores, etc., came into proliferation 
to immortalize Nature’s wonders for the less 
fortunate who had no other means to see them 
first hand. With a little stretch of the 
imagination, perhaps we could say that the 
rart? cards of the museum holdings and 
architectural wonders of the early era were

I'm referring to a particular kind of fun 
post card which intrigues young and old. It 
is almost a secret code that has to be 
figured out. Some are instantly understood; 


others are terribly obscure. 


Now for a scholarly definition of sorts: 
The word KEBUS comes directly from the Latin 


ablative plural RES, meaning OBJECT or 
THING. On a post card, it is a puzzle or a 
conundrum, composed of words, a phrase, or a 


proverb, depicted by symbols or pictures 
that suggest the sound of the words or syl- 
lables they represent. 


Cards can tantalize the reader by using one 
object or as many as a dozen different ones. 
The simplicity or complexity of the puzzle 
can bewilder small youngsters to retired 
oldsters. 
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I have about 70 in my collection. The most 
common are those sent to children in the 
fall to return to Sunday school. These are 


usually called Rally Day cards. 


Leather cards lend themselves to the simple 
pictorial style of rebus cards. Lt didn’t 
take too much skill to burn into the 
handcrafted material. For example: "U R 
the (apple) of my (eye)."

By admitting visi- 
tors and charging for the privilege, the 
Fair not only generated word-of-mouth publi- 
p but also pre-opening revenue. In 
fact, by mid-October 1932, half a million 
paid admissions had been received. 


Ticket distribution for the Fair itself be- 
gan in December 1932. The 120,000 suppor- 
ters who had paid $5 for advance "subscrip- 
tions" received the first tickets, valued at 


$7.50. Genera! admission tickets cost 50 
cents; £5 cents was a typical charge for 
special exhibits. One type of season 
ticket--150 admissions--cost $15.90. By the 
first week of March 1933, 1.5 million 
advance tickets had been sold.

This was itemized as follows: railroad round 
trip $30.95; pullman 7.950; hotel five days 
20.00: meals seven days 14.00; 3-day admis- 
sion to the Fair 1.50; admission to fair 
sideshows 1.590; Chicago sightseeing 1.50; 
theatre in Chicago 1.75: a baseball game 
1.00; a Lake Michigan boat trip 1.00; admis- 


sions to the Art Institute, Field Museum, 
Adler Flanetarium, Shedd Aquarium, etc, 
1.90; and local transportation 2.90 (which 


actually sums to $85.70). The editorial 
claimed that since 60% of the population 
lived within 700 miles of Chicago, a majori- 
ty of Americans could attend the Fair at no 
"exorbitant" expense. Families coming by 
automobile and staying with friends or rela- 
tives and those living closer than 700 miles 
could of course do it for less. It's diffi- 
cult to believe though that most Americans 
would have an extra #80 to spend in 1935.

The Odditorium, housing the 
bizarre wonders from Ripley Believe It Or 
Not, was one. 


Different post cards were published by 
Ripley for each of the two Fair years. At 
least nine cards were issued in 1933: six

In April 1928, Fair President Rufus C. Dawes 
announced the exposition’s central theme: 


"the dramatization of the progress of 
civilization during the hundred years of 
Chicagos existence." The theme became "A 


Century of Frogress" in April 1929. 


The primary purpose of A Century of Progress 
was to convey to the public an understanding 
of the nature and significance of scientific 
discoveries in the past 190 years and of the 
changes in living conditions brought about 
by their application by industry. 


This was to be accomplished thru basic 
science exhibits showing the realm of pure 
science and the methods by which important 
discoveries are made; thru applied science 
exhibits showing the effects of discoveries 
on industry; and thru a portrayal of the 
social changes resulting from the applica- 
tion of science to industry.

Automobile Manufacturer Exhibits 


The automobile manufacturing companies were 
prominent exhibitors at the Fair. General 
Motors, in its own exhibit building designed 
by Albert Kahn, featured a complete assembly 
line from raw materials to finished car. 
Twenty cars were made each day. Chrysler 
Motors also had a separate exhibit building. 
On its outdoor exhibition track a demonstra- 
tion of automobile driving and testing was 
given by Harney Oldfield’s corps of "Hell 
Drivers." 


Most spectacular, perhaps, of the auto exhi- 
bits was the glass tower parking place of 
Nash Motors. Eighty feet tall, it carried 
16 cars in a continuous vertical loop. The 
back of the post card illustrated here 
states: "NEWS FROM NASH: The 116-inch 
wheelbase, 7S-horsepower, 3250 pound Nash 
Big Six is priced only  $695-—just a few

The light from Arcturus, a nearby star--some 
225 million million miles away--contributed 
to a dramatic and spectacular Fair opening. 
The world's largest telescope at the Yerkes 
Observatory in Williams Bay, WI, captured 
light from Arcturus and focused it on a 
photo-electric cell which furnished the cur- 
rent necessary to turn on the illumination 
for the entire fairgrounds. Two Eastern 
observatories and one in the Middle West 
cooperated on the night of the Fair opening, 
in case clouds obscured the star from the 
Yerkes” lenses.

Two series of 'comic' post cards relating to 
the Century of Progress exposition are 
known. The humor of many of the cards is 
obscure and requires insight into the social 
orientation of the artist/writer to under- 
stand what was supposed to be funny. One 
series of  gaudy-colored designs is printed 
by Curt Teich on a linen-finish card. 


The other series, much rarer, is listed and 
illustrated here. The cards are printed in 
black on soft buff-toned paper. There are a 


number of type styles and design variations 
on the backs. The same 12 designs were 
issued in 1933 and 1934, with only the year 
being changed on the front and back. All 
cards have a horizontal orientation.

American-Philippine Postcards: 


The "L.S.Co." Set, the Largest Set 


By Michael G. Price 


In May of 1898, the U.S. Pacific Fleet com- 
manded by George Dewey destroyed the Spanish 
Fleet in Manila Bay, thus opening the way 


for the U.S. Conquest and colonization of 
the Philippines. Also in May 1898 the U.S. 
Congress acted to allow the mailing of pri- 


vately printed postcards for the rate of on- 
ly one cent, thus for the first time making 
feasible the widespread use of the picture 
postcard in the United States and in Ameri- 
can controlled territory. These nearly  si- 
multaneous events resulted in the coinciding 
of the U.S. regime in the Philippines with 
the postcard era. Picture postcards, there- 
fore, comprise an extremely important  illu- 
strated historical record of the American 
Philippines, perhaps the most important 
Surviving source of images. 
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During the American years, 1898 to 1946 
(most of the Fhilippines was controlled by 
the Japanese from 1942 to 1945), there were 
hundreds of publishers of postcards who il- 
lustrated Philippine scenes and topics. Hy 
far the largest set, in terms of both num- 
bers of different cards, and total number of 
cards, was made by the "L.S.Co." The set is 
identified on the cards only by a small logo 
on the lower side of the message portion of 
the back consisting of a circle enclosing 
the overlapping letters L, S, and Co. These 
are easily the commonest of all American- 
-Philippine cards. Since they are so often 
found and contain so many cards of interest 
even to collectors who specialize in topics 
not ordinarily connected with the Philip- 
pines, as well as very numerous military and

ethnographic subjects, I think the publica- 
tion of a listing is appropriate. 


All the cards are numbered and captioned on 
the fronts, usually in red, and the numbers 
run continuously from Al to A3OO, although 
for many of the numbers there are two or 
even three completely different cards. For 
that reason, it is impossible to know exact- 
ly how many different cards there are, and 
just when one has completed the set. I now 
have 408 different cards for the 300 numbers 
and believe that this total is approaching 
completion. I hope that persons with  Phi- 
lippine postcards of this set will compare 
their holdings with the list and call my 
attention to any additions. I should also 
add that I have duplicates of many of these 
cards that I am willing to exchange, espe- 
cially for other Philippine postcards, and 
can be contacted by writing to F.0.Box 7071, 
Ann Arbor, MI 48107. 


The cards of this set were printed in multi- 
color, presumably in Germany, by an uniden- 
tified printer, using a process named on 
&alesmen's samples as "artochrome without 
iris." Many of the cards were printed in 
more than one edition. The different edi- 
tions can be distinguished by slight differ- 
ences in the typeface of the captions, and 
changes in the artificially added clouds in 
the sky. Some captions were also revised. 
However, the same illustration was never 
used for different numbers. 


The "L.S.Co." in Manila was the publisher. 
In late 1908 or very early 1909 Leon J. Lam- 
bert and Milton E. Springer joined in a 
partnership they called the Lambert, 
Springer Co. Inc. and it was this company 
that used the intials  "L.S.Co." at first. 
When Lambert and Springer split up about two 
years later, the former kept the same  ini- 
tials for the postcards by establishing a 
new firm called Lambert Sales Co. Springer 
himself specialized in hardware and plumbing 
supplies, whereas Lambert was the postcard 
publisher. In fact, Lambert made an earlier 
set of Fhilippine cards bearing his name and 


with captions numbered from No. 1 to No. 
265. Some of the illustrations for the 
earlier Lambert set were repeated in the 
"LeSe Clo.” set, but not with the same 
numbers. 


The earliest date of cancellation of any 
"L.S.Co." card I have found is March 22nd 
1909. For the half dozen years following, 
these cards dominated the postcard scene in 
the Philippines, and were still widely 
available and frequently posted well into 
the early 1920s, by which time Leon J. Lam- 
bert had moved to head the New York office 
of his firm, leaving his son Leon G. Lambert 
in charge in Manila. 
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Today, Lambert Sales Co. is a name still 
known to philatelists. In 1925 the company 
ordered a large number of postage stamps for 
their mail business and requested that they 
be not perforated (without the tiny holes 
between stamps?) aS a means of preventing 
pilferage of stamps by employees. Any firm 
was allowed to so do if it ordered at least 
10,000 pesos worth of stamps, but it was 
done only by Lambert Sales Co. Because of 
bitter protests by philatelists, a second 
printing of imperforates was made available 
to the public in 1951 by postal authorities. 
The second issue was slightly different from 
the first in shades of color and type of 
paper, and specialists can readily dis- 
tinguish them, although in the Scott Fostage 
Stamp Catalogue, where they are numbered 340 
to 353, the two printings are given the same 
numbers. The 1982 catalog value of the com- 
plete set, either mint or used, either the 
1925 or 1931 issue, is $258.82. 


This logo of the "L.S.Co." appears on the 
lower portion of the message space of each 
card. 


Its actual size was about 1/4 inch in 
diameter. 


In the following listing of the postcards of 
the "L.S.Co." set, I indicate that the card 
is in vertical format if the number is fol- 
lowed by a colon (:) and in horizontal for- 
mat if the number is followed by a hyphen

Maximum Cards 


This brief article tells us everything we 
need to know about the new series of MAXIMUM 


cards being issued by the U.S. Fostal 
Service. The article appeared in the June 
issue of the Corn Helt Stamp Chatter, and we

The U.S. Postal Service will test market 
maximum cards for each of the stamps being 
issued during 1983 and 1984 to commemorate 
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the 1984 Olympic Games. This test marks the 
first time maximum cards have been produced 
and sold by the USFS. 


For those of you who are unfamiliar with the 
term "maximum" card, it is a postcard to 
which a stamp can be affixed on the picture 
side and then can be appropriately canceled. 
The picture, stamp, and cancellation  usual- 
ly are related to a common theme, most often 
the subject of the stamp. It is important 


that the stamp and cancel be on the picture 
side in order to meet the test of being a 
"maximum" card, whereas if the stamp and 


cancel are on the address side, it is merely 
a post card! And as you will see later on, 
the USPS is offering these cards canceled on 
the address side as well as on the picture 
side, and on both sides too! 


The first four maximum cards were placed on 
sale in Los Angeles, California, in conjunc 
tion with the issuance of the block of four 
40-cent international airmail Olympic stamps 
on April 8. Each of the cards features on 
the front a reproduction of the original art 
used for the design of one of the four 
stamps, without the wording or denomination. 


The cards are only available now from the 
Fhilatelic Sales Division, Washington, DC

I don't know what edition of 


Webster's Dictionary others are 
citing for the two word usage but 
here is what mine says: 
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Webster's Third New International 
Unabridged Dictionary, published 
1968, gives two definitions and 
spells postcard as one word in 
both instances. See Page 1771 in 
above. Indeed it lists a govern- 
ment issued card as two words, 
i.e. postal card, then defines 
it, "n. postcard." 


The early foreign cards use "post 
card" as both one and two words. 
The French, Carte Fostale; the 
Italian,  Cartolina Postale; and 
the English and American, Fost 
card, using two words but a small 
c rather than a capital C on the 
card. The Scandinavian and Sla- 
vic usage is one word - Hrevkort, 
Briefkaart,  EBrefkort, etc., and 
most importantly, the Austrians, 


who invented the first postcard, 
employed the one German word, 
Fostkarte. 


In short, since the spelling and 
pronunciation are exactly the 
same, the flap over one word or 
two seems to me to be a "tempest 
in a teapot!" As strong a case 
can be made for using one as the 
other.

replaced in the Thirties by the breathtaking 
art of Nature's work in the West, found only 
on linen cards at that time. The Art scenes 
of the early era, while beautiful, still are 
not highly sought after by collectors of 
early cards, so it is understandable that 
the Nature Art Scenes of the linen era may 
fade into complete oblivion. 


We move along to the years of World War II 
when the photochrome cards came into exis- 
tence, bringing spectacular photographic co- 
lor views of people, places, and things..the 
linen card seemed destined for oblivion. 
While "prosperity was just around the cor- 
ner," the gloom of war darkened our spirits, 
and the need for humor continued to be im- 
portant. Thus, the cartoonists continued to 
provide humorous insights during this trying 
period on the linen card. The young student 


of history may read of and give little 
thought to the shortages, rationing, and 
priorities of these years, or see a post 


card and have little awareness of the tale 
it tells. For those of us who lived through 
it, a linen cartoon can strike a sensitive 
chord. A smile comes to my face..the Legacy 
of Linens..the story of one incident almost 
forgotten perpetuated for posterity by an 
unknown artist of the time. Many others are 
still to be found. 


Then came post-war technology--so fades the 
lowly linen--its epitaph not yet fully 
written.
